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Continuation of Item 11 of Advisory 

Applicant argues that Kubota is not appropriate reference because each and 
every element of claims 1-24 is support in U.S. Application Serial No. 08/160,194 (filed 
on December 2, 1993) to which the present application claims priority under 35 U.S.C. § 
120. The examiner disagrees and notes that the instant application only contains 
support from application 08/336,247 (filed November 7, 1994). The examiner will 
address how the independent claims are not supported and thereby rendering claims 1- 
24 unsupported by the disclosure of the 08/160,194 application. 

Claim 1 recites a "processor that produces an electronic signal containing a 
representation of textual data corresponding to one or more electronic books". The 
08/160,194 application's only support for a system that processes electronic books is 
disclosed at Column 28, Lines 10-31 . Nowhere does this passage support the 
production of the electronic signal containing a representation of an electronic book by a 
processor. The passage also fails to teach a transmitter connected to the processor 
and receiving a subscriber entry indicating a title of an electronic book. Therefore, 
these limitations are not support by the 08/160,194. The examiner further notes that the 
same arguments apply to the remaining independent claims.
